| Ltho* the Kizg and Parliament, in their great Wiſdom, with 
A Regard to the good of the Nation, and for Uniting of the 
A. Hearts of the King's Proteſtant SubjeRts in Intere# and 
"Afﬀe&ion, have ſeen meet to grant Indulgence to Tender Conſciences, 
in the: Exerciſe of Religious Worſhipz yer there needs bur little 
Obſervation to inform, to what a height of . Ranccy and Prejudice 
fſome Parſons (and ſuch as they can Influence) are grown, whoſe 
particular Intereſt, and earneſt Deſire (to gratifie their Wills, and 
to be at their old Trade of Perſecution) is fuch, that they would 
fruſtrate the deſigned Good to the Nation, and break the good Unity 
in Intereſt and Afﬀe#ion, of the King's Peotelfant Subjects; knowing 
they fhall thereby weaken the Intereſt of the Preteſtants, if they can 
divide them, and provoke them to fall one upon another ; remembring 
that ſaying, That a Kingdom divided againft it ſelf, cannot ſtand: And 
thoſe that are moſt hot at this Work, give cauſe to ſuſpeR, they are 
ſuch Tools and Emiſſaries that are imployed by a contrary Intereſt to 
the Proteſtants. | En 
Ard their Cry of Hereſie, Hereticks, Wolves, Clovensfoct Saints, &Cc. and 
Denyers of the-Trinity, doth favour of their perſecuting Spiric: And 
their charging thoſe that the Parliament have Recognized Pzotellant 
Diſſenters, wich. the opprobrious Names of Blaſphemers, Impoſtors, 
Cheats, Knaves, Renouncers of Chriſtianity, and with laying aſide the Lord 
Feſws Chriſt, and being Deſpiſers of the Scriptures, Inconſiſtent with State, 
Taclinable.to Diſfarb the Peace, ſhews the ſmall Reverence they have to 
their Governours, to Infinuate, that they were ſo Unwiſe and Igno- 
rant, as to Indulge ſuch, - and Recognize them for Proteſtants, that 
-are Blaſphemers, and Denyers of Chriſt, as they falſly ſay.

Bur, it ſeems to me, this, and ſuch other prejudiced Prieſts, with 
fuch of their angry Hearers as they can prevail with, and Influence, 
would have the Proteſtant Difſenters, in this time of_ Peace, Suppreſſed, 
and not Tolerated nor Indulged, to give Glory to God in the higheſt, 
in their Peaceable, Religious and Chriſttan "Aſſemblies ; not ſutfered-. 
to live Quietly and Peaceably- on the Earth, and in the Nation 
' wherein they were Born, altho' he, or ſuch as he, live at Eaſe, and 
enJoy plenty from the Sweat of other Mens Brows, and the Labours 
of thoſe he is ſo angry with: Oh ! what Shame it is that any, of his 
Pretenſions ſhould be found in ſuch Work!

pajſion? Is it not then reaſonable ro conclude, that bis tender Mercies 
ould be Craelty ?

Surely nay ; and many other undue and unconſequential Conſequences 
he hath foully aſſerted, and fa/ſly drawn, as I have ſhewn before, from 
the Quakers owning Chriſt, the Light within. He ſaich, They lay the: 
ftre/s of a Babel upon it : But let him know, It's the Lord that is ſtrong; 
in. whom the Quakers believe ; he that judgeth Babylou and her Mer- 
chants, and cauſeth them to Weep and Mourn, for no Man buyeth her 
Merchandize any.more ; I lay, It's he that” doth this, in whom the 
Quakers believe, and therefore is not the Corner and Foundation. tone of 
Babylon, as this Prieſt falſly faith : But he hath not done yer. 
Chap. 10. p. 19. The Title is, The Grand Impoiter of the Light within. 
Obſ.. Altho* he moſt wickedly calls the Light within, The grand pes in yef P. 18.- 
he ſpeaketh of the Quakers preaching up the Word, and the Chrift of God---the Light 
within ; and is the Word, the Chrift of God, and Light within, an Impoftor ? 1s not this moſt 
notorious Blaſphemy, which would A/oniſh a ſober Chrifian Man to hear? And yet this 
Man proceeds, and faith, ps. 19. By the Light within, 1 bave ſhewed you, That the Quakers 
mean an Immediate Revelation from God : Do they ſo? And is an Immediate Revelation from 
God, the grand Impoftor ? It may well be ſaid, The way of the Wicked is Darkneſs, and they 
know not at what they ſtumble 3 and that it's they that do Evil, hate the Light, And not- 
withſtanding this Man hath ſaid of the Quakers, P.'15. The Quakers will wot, in their - 
" Centroverſces with others, be judged by the Foly Scriptures: They do ſincerely. declare. 
"They deſire no Dodrine or Principle they hold, ſhould be by any received, but what's - 
agreeable to holy Scripture, or no ways contradictory thereto ; andthey deſire often, as 
T do of this Prieſt, plainand expreſs riptere-proof for what he ſaith and writes; and 
that he would: give plain Scripture for what he faith in this Chap. pi 194 viz; Zow n9- 
thing us more certain, than tbat Immediate: Revelation has ceaſed long -a20, both as to the Ds. 
ſrons and Effets of it : And that there can be no ſuch thing. That the Goſp-1, which the

ThisPrieft isalſo much difpleaſed at the Preachers or Speakers among, the Q44hers, and 
ſays, Þ. 22: The Quab-rs have nothing of Divinity oy Learning in them ; nor do 1 know how it 
ſbouli be otherwiſe, for it's very unlikely, that a Han that hath ferved ſevenTears to a ſorry « 
Trade, and after all, not Mafterof it, ſboul4 0n-a ſudden, and in few days, be-fit fora Pulpit, 
* Ot. Doth this Prieit think unlikely for 'a Man to be fit for a Pelpit, without ſer- 
ving ſeven Years to get the knack'of talking by Notes, for an honr in a Pulpit, which if 
he can't attain to, he may repeat ſome old Sermon by Raat, which he may buy for two :

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#xg, than, 1am perſwaded, there have been ever fince, by all the Man-made-Zmifters 
in Enzland, or elie-where. that did not Miniſter in the Pewer and Spzrit of God ; and 
therefore the -Quakers matter not, if they are by the Rabbies of our Age called, as the 
Apoſtles were in their Day, JIlitergze and Vylea ned Men, ſo long as they find the Lord 
with them, and bis Preſence and -Pewer attending their Miniſtry : And 1o I (hall leave 
this Chapter, and paſs by his idle Story of /gnatizs I oyola, and ſcoffs at the'Fpirit and It= 
ſpiration, and proceed to his 11th Chap. 

Chap. 11.9. 24. He falfly faith, viz. * We may therefore ſafely-conciude, they coun« 
© terfeit the Holy Ghoſt, to his great Scandal and Vexation; for hereby they Charge 
*© and Father upon him,'all their ( z. e. Quakers) Miſtakes, Fooleries, Infirmities, He» 
. © reſtes, Villanies, and knaviſh Tricks; making him a Principal with them all the while, 
* which is an horrible Blaſphemy, and muſt needs do great Difhonour and Deſpite tothe 
© Spirit 6f Grace, 

Obſ. This is notoriouſly falſe 3 and if he and his Brethren conclude, The Quakers 
counterfeicthe holy Ghoſt, and do as above-ſaid, they utterly deny it ; howbeit that 
wicked Concluſion is no proof, neither doth it appear, or is likely, that thoſe who 
uſe a conſtant Care to keep from vain 0.:hs, and idle Expr: fins, as this Prieſt ſaith 
the Quakers do, and are ſo fir from Pride, and the Flattery of the World, that they ne- 
wer give nor take the common Civilities of the Age, or Country, and whoſe Intentions 
Men may juige of, by their outſide, whoſe Dreſs is Mean and Humble, ſuch as becomes the 
Pure in Heart, which # juftly commendable ; 1 ſay, It is not likely that that theſe Qua. 
kers are Guilty of ſuch Here's, Villanies, knaviſh Tricks, and berrible Blaſphemy, and do 
great Diſhononr and Deſpite 10 the Spirit of Grace : For if they were found in ſuch Prafti- 
ces of Villany and Blaſphemy, ſurely any might conclude, They would not be Commen- 
dable, but Condemnable:; But this Prieft, like ſome other of his Hot, Angry Brethren, 
are endeavouring to render, by Lyes and Slanders,-the Quakers 0dtous and Obnoxious, 
and are calling them Zereticks and Blaſpbemers, and charging them to be guilty of Fill«- 
»y and: byeviſh Tricks, that they might encite the Populacy <g them, and prevail + 
with ſome, whom they can Ride; and will take things upon Truſt from them, to cry 
out againſt the Quakers, to ſtir up Perſecution, the thing they want ; Fails, Fines and 
Ruins what they want to have exercis'd upon the Quakers : And it's greatly to be feared, 
That ſome of thoſe Men, that are ſo fierce in this Work, that wants to have them Sup« 
preſſed, and Coertion exerciſed againf the Quak:rs, and are comparing them to Papifs ; are 
notwithſtanding ſecretly influenced by ſome Popiſh Emiſaries that envy the Peace and 
Happineſs that the Prote/tants at preſent Enjoy, and would fruſtrate the good Deſign of 
the King and Parliament, in giving the Toleration, which was for the Uniting his Prote- 
ſtant Subjes in Interft and Aﬀetion; that by dividing them, in Aﬀe#ion, they might 
weaken them in their /atereft; and if they could prevail ſo to effe& their Deſign, they 
might Rejoyce that they had prevailed with the Church of England, to imitate the Papiſfts 
in Perſecution, one of their worlt PraFices, and that had got her again into that, which 
more than once, to excule them'elves of, they ſaid, Was done by a Popiſh Intereſt ; and 
its well known, that ſome of thoſe Tools, which were countenanced Dy the Church cf Eng- 


'y Jand, in King Charles's time, were known Papifs, altho* ſo greatly encouraged. 


And tho'e Priefs of the Church of England, that are ſo. Zo and Fierce now for Perſe- 

cution and Coertion, can ſee little farther than their Noſgs, that eſteem this their Inte- 
-reft, or that think this will .Convizceany, that they are the Minifters of him, that ſaid, 
concerning the Wheat and Tares, Let both grow togetber ; for altho* an Enemy Sowed the 
Tares, yet the Houſhoulder, . when he was /aformed thereof, by his. Servants, forbid g4- 
- thering of them, left the Wheat were rooted up with them. - And it's hoped the Wiſdom of 
the preſent King and Parliament will be {uch, as to follow this Advice, although theſe 
Prieſts may < {teem themſelves like thole that asked leave to Call or Command for Fire to 
come down from Heaven, yet let them remember that Chrift rebuked them, aad ſaid, 
They knew not what manner of Spirit they were of, So this Prieſt not knowing what Spirit 
; | he 
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he is of, or not 479g according to what he profz/erb himſelf, goes on in his evil Work, 
as will yet appear. 

Cbap.12.p-25. This Chapter is avout Swearing, wherein he would have us not take the 
Text ia the plain and expreſs Scripture terms, but his Expoſition or Addition, foc where 
it is ſaid, Swear not at 48, and where it is ſaid, Smear not by any Oath ; he contradias 
the Texts, and ſays, We may Swear ſometimes; and where it's ſaid, Swear;uot by any 
Oath, he ſays, We may Swear by fume 04h; and for proof he ſaith, God Commanded 
his People to Swear under the Law, before Chriſt, that is the End of the Law, and that 


recited the Law, when he gave this Command, aad forbid all Swearing; he told them. 


what was commanded in the Old Law, which never allowed the People to Swear in 
their common Communication ; but © kriſt was minded, it appears, to carry it farther, 
therefore after he had reminded them of what was commanded, viz. That thou ſhalt not 


forſmear thy ſelf, but ſhals perform unto the Lord thin: Oath ( mind, perform thy Oath, 


that could not be a vain and common Oath ) for ſuch are many times better broke than 


kept ; but ſuch Oath, that under the old Law was allowed, But 1 ſay unto you, Swear - 


wot at all; now who muſt the Quakers bzlieve, he that never ſpake a-miſs, that is, that 
great Prophet, that in -all things they onght to hear, or this Prieſt, whoſe Spirit and 
Works declare he is one of thoſe idle Shepherds, that feeds bimſelf, and not the Flock? And 
1s it not apparent, that this Prieft's Voice is the Voice of the Stranger, becauſe he 
ſpeaks contrary to Chriſt, and contrary to his Apoſtles ; For the 1ſt ſays, Swear not at 
all : The 2d ſays, Swear not by any Oath. This Prieſt ſays, We ought ro Swear, and we 
muft Swear by ſome Oath ; nay, he complains of the Quakers, and ſays, They hold it 


not. lawful or ſafe to Sweer at all, altho' the Magiſtrate Command ; What would he have - 
the Magiſtrates Command obeyed, and not Chriſt's ? Surely here the Parſon is beſides 


his Cuſhion, but he hath till one Storyto tell, which if he might be believed, is mat- 
ter of Fat (but I deſire none may helieve the latter part of it, till the Fatt is proved, 
for its pity the Quakers ſhould have 4bbington-Law) however he ſaith, 'Tis matter of 


Fa, that never were Men ſo abuſed, as the Quakers, by the Popiſh Pri:fts; he might - 
have added, and by me and ſome of my Brethren : Nor as we by the Quakers ( this wants | 


proof ) under the plauſible pretence of the unlawfulneſs of Swearing----and 7#t 7s put in 
the Mouths of the Quabers to preach it up: Oh! ſtrange, Woutd the Quakers be ſo good 
conditioned toſuffer this to be put in their Mouths, by them that abuſe them : Oh! this 


poor Prieſt fumbles and makes poor work of it.. If he could prove that Ppiffs put it - 


firſt in the Quakers Mouths ; et him prove who theſe cunning Papi#s and abuſed Quakers 
were, and where this ftrarge Fatt was done, and. who were the Witneſfes of it ; then 


he may expe ſome Reward, but til) then he may reſt ſatisfied, that he hath expoſed his * 


Folly, and ſhewed his Enmity, and yet muſt ſtand charged with Zying Forgery, and 
being a Falſe Accuſer, till he can bring ſufficient Evidznce to prove what he hath writ and 


publiſhed ro the World is true ; {o I may conclude with his own words, Never were Mex. . 


ſo abuſed as the Quakers. |

Prieſts ) and donuthing raſhly, for theſe Quzkers are neither Robbers of Churches, nor 
yet Blaſphemers; and if this Prieſt, or his Brethren,have ought againſt the Quakers, they 
kuow, as the T9wy-Clark faid to the Tumult, .The Law is open 3 and indeed many of theſe 
angry Priefts have thereby made'great H#eveck and Sporl of Goods, and brought Ruin

pears by their Out-cries and Clamours, which is not the way to prove themſelves to. be in 
the Spiris and” Pra&rce of Chriſt and his Miniſters, or.to convince the- Quakers they are 
ſach, when their Works and Fruits declare the contrary :; I would theretore Adviſe- this 
Parſon, to fudy to be Quiet, and ts follow Peace with all Men, and Holineſs, without which 
mone ſhall fee the Lord; and if he muſt be provoking, let it not be to Perſecution, but 
Love and good Works ; and let all Bitterneſs, Wrath, Anger, Clamour and Evil-ſp:aking.be 
put away, with al Malice, and let bim put on Bowels of Mercy, Goodneſs, Humbleneſs of 
Mind, Mzekneſs, Long- ſuffering, and let him remember, If avy Man have a Quarrel againſt 
any, let bim forgive, as Chrift forgave : And whatſoever things are true, boneſt, juft, pure, 
Jevely, of good report ; if thre be- any virtue, if there be any praiſe, let him-think, on theſe 
z#bings, and do them, andno more be found marring of Paper and imploying. the Preſs 
with his falſe, bitter, angry Clamour, and Evil. ſpeaking, againft a People that are quiet 
in the Land, of ſober Zzves, of chriſtian Converſations, and are juſt and honeſt in their 
Dealings, are true, honeſt, juft, and of good Report, that render 20 Czſar the thrggs that are 
Cxzſar s, and to God, the things that are God's, and to all Men their Dues ; altho' they can't 
ſor Conſcience ſake pay Tythes, to ſuch who account themſelves Miniſters of Chrift,. ard 
havenever proved that Chriſt gave any Gommand tg his Diſciples, to paz them to his 
Miniſters, nor his Miniſters to receive them, there beilg no ſnch Legacy given by the Te» 
ſtator of the New Teſtament, in all his Teſtament: And if he believe the Scriptures ta 
'He'the only Rule of Faith ant: Prafice, he {hould walk according to it, and not contrary ; 
and this woBld abundantly more become him, conſidering he faith, Ze is 4 Pricft, than 
belying, falſly kageſng, and miſrepreſenting the Quakers, and their Principles, and therefore
